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Oct. 24.—[Exclueive Dispatch.) 
Taken as a whole, the population of California 
has not grown so rapidly during the last ten years as 
it has been in the habit of growing in past decades. 
The population of the entire State, as announced by 
the Census Office today’ is 1,485,053, as against 1,208,130 
in 1890, or an increase of 22.9 per cent. This is by far 
the smallest gain California ever has made. . 

Her first census was taken in 1850, when there 
were only 92,507 souls within her borders. In the ten 
years between that census and 1860, the population 
jumped to 379,994, an increase of 310.3 per cent. In 
the next ten years it gained 47.4 per cent., making the 
population of the State 560,247, and in 1880 there was a 
gain, making the population 864,694, an increase of 
54.3 per cent. From 1880 to 1890 the population in- 
creased 39.7 per cent., so the gain of slightly over 22 
per cent. in the last ten years makes an unfavorable 
comparative showing for the State as a whole. 
When the returns from the census are looked, over 
it is noted that Southern California has boomed right 
‘along, even if the northern end has been somewhat 
backward. For instance, Los Angeles county™ in- 
creased 67.8 per cent. in the last ten years. Thesub- 
joined figures will show that other southern counties 
{have grown with great tapidity in the last decade. ‘In 
announcing the returns from the State, the Census 
Bulletin. makes the following comment:.
